The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose a microelectronic device used to produce light radiation having, inter alia, "second control 
means for producing a variable current according to a second range of levels, and to control the second 
electroluminescent means, by a second current with a level belonging to the second range of levels, with 
the light radiation having a total luminance which is a combination of the first luminance and of the second 
luminance" (claim 19). The remaining claims 2-36 are allowed by virtue of their dependencies from claim 
19. Hence, the examiner has allowed claims 19 through 36.
